A Mr. Griffiths 
was commissioned to offer £5.000 for 
them. ."-A noble offer." suld tbe paint- 
er, "a noble offer, but. no. 1 cannot 
part with them.

Griffiths, greatly disappointed, took his 
leave. Turner ran after him.
